How often do we hear the exclama­ 
tion, “Help the farm er”? 
A n d j u s t 
a s often a s we h e a r it t h e question 
comes up, h o w a r e y o u g o i n g t o do 
it? Ten years apo Texas alone raised 
seventeen per cent of the w o r l d ’s 
supply o f cotton with only sight per 
cent o f her available land in cotton. 
At that time El Paso and Jefferson 
counties 
did 
not produce over a 
hundred bales. 
Now each of them 
are away up into the thousnds. 
The 
plains country, Southwest Texas and 
Oklahoma all are increasing- their 
acreage. 
How can we expect cotton 
to advance in price? 
The only way 
that I can figure it out is the man 
who depends on cotton for his money 
is coming up short for his cash. 
Help 
the farmer. 
Are we going to loan him another 
thousand dollars? 
If I know any­ 
thing about it, the farm er’s troubles 
today is he is in debt and the burden 
of interest almost more than he can 
bear. 
So every time he can borrow 
one thousand dollars the chain of 
debt is bound tighter around his neck 
to the tune of eighty dollars a year 
whether he is ever able to pay one 
dollar on the principal or not. 
So I am forced to the conclusion 
that it is not the man who helps us 
to get in debt that is our friend. 
It 
is the one who helps us to get out. 
I do not put myself up as a wise 
guy or one that knows it all. 
I am 
going to ask you a few’ questions that 
have been brought to my mind from 
observing things in my own neighbor­ 
hood. 
How many of your neighbors have 
an orchard of peaches, plums, pears, 
grapes and one or more of the berries 
that will produce enough for the 
family to have all the fruit they want 
through the year and a few peaches 
to sell0 
“ Oh” , you say, “ I tried that 
fruit business ten years ago and the 
trees all died!” 
It is just as natural 
for a tree to die as it is to live and 
if you will give them the proper a t­ 
tention at the right time perhaps you 
can prolong their lives for a few' 
years and I know that if you and the 
family will use some kind of fruit 
every day it will add materially to 
the health and comfort of the whole 
family. 
What is nicer than a big fat 
peach cobbler with a big lump of 
u~me made butter in the center of 
it? 
Mighty fine! So come on, let’s start 
some trees on every farm in Texas. 
How many of your neighbors have 
one hundred good laying hens that 
are well fed on a properly balanced 
ration? 
A dozen eggs is equal to a 
pound of steak in food value. 
If a man has his milk and butter, 
bis chickens and eggs, his bacon, 
lard, hams and sausage, his fruit and 
vegetbles in season with a good sup­ 
ply canned, dried, pickled and pre­ 
served, what more can he ask?

Acreage of Cotton and W heat 


By Fred W. Davit. 


So much is said about reduction of 
acreage one is justified in suspecting 
it is being expanded into a* gen oral 
excuse for tho failure of tire Farm 
Board to bring about any semblance 
of relief. 
In fact, we hear almost 
nothing about farm relief except a 
reduction of acreage. 
No one dis­ 
putes the fact that acute economic 
conditions, which rapidly and serious­ 
ly curtailed consumpton, has caused 
a surplus of wheat and cotton. 
But, 
on the other hand, no one can main­ 
tain the position that over-produc­ 
tion of wheat and cotton has been 
caused by abnormal efforts of the 
growers. 
argument is needed to 
prove that the present over-produc­ 
tion was cause I by economic condi­ 
tions over which our farm eta had no 
control. 
Ha I 
condite tis remained 
normal we u.,uld have had Jess cot­ 
ton at the close of this cotton w a r 
than vc hod ^ year ago and a year 
ago the amount of wheat on hand in 
forty wheat growing countries was 
I I per cent less than the previous 
year. 
harmers are truly in a bad way 
and they have too much wheat and . 
cotton for sale. 
And many are in a 
bad way because they raised little or 
no corn. 
Surely drouth reduced the 
corn acreage enough to satisfy any 
critic 
of 
over-production. 
What 
about tile condition of farmers dur­ 
ing tie lot g series of years of agita­ 
tion for farm relief? 
A very small 
per cent of ( Atom or wheat decays 
aff r liar est. 
If farmers had been 
persistently producing 
much cf 


these commmodities over this series 
of yew s that farn, relief was being 
demanded, they wou d have been ae 
cumulated in huge amounts in all 
Places of storage and concentration 
And, as stated above, this condition 
did not exist. 
The economist who 
claims that over-production is the 
major cause of distressed farm condi­ 
tions-shot Id be ashamed of himself. 
As to wheat, the supply is shown at 
the bins, elevators, etc., and cotton in 
warehouses throughout the country 
and they were not over-run. 
The 
demand for wheat is measured in the 
prices of flour, bran, bread, etc And 
the prices of these by-products of 
wheat have been constant and re­ 
markably 
stable 
throughout 
the 
years. 
The demand for cotton is 
measured in the price!? of its mort 
than 820 different by-products and 
these prices have been approximately 
stable. 
But the law* of supple and 
demand has’been but a small contrib­ 
uting factor in pri« irig raw 
farm 
products for about two generations. 
Generally, if the anticipated supply 
is 
abnormally 
short, 
the 
average 
price range will be higher but no 
more stable or certain, while it' the 
anticipated 
supply 
is 
abnormally 
large the average price range will be 
lower but no more certain or stable. 
But aside from this general influ­ 
ence, supply and demand is jostled 
and changed many times daily for 
purely speculative purposes and not 
as a legtimate economic effect Often 
the market is widely affected with­ 
out any pretended effort of apnlving 
th?
